Tho  following  is  a  report  on  the  work  of  Mr.  Heathcoto  in  conrtoction 
with  Scabi.s  t~ 


"Tho  work  in  connection  with  the  f  dniinist r  t  ion  of  tho  Scabios 
Order  1941  and  Circular  2157  of  tho  Ministry  of  Honlth  h-  s  continuod 
satisfactorily  throughout  tho  p-st  ye  r.  Publicity  h- s  boon  maintained  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  bo  able  to  report  that  tho  public  appear  to  bo  recognising 
tho  disease'  -et  a  much  earlier  stage  than  in  previous  years  and  are  not  slow  to 
ask  for  ndvico  and  ssistanco,  either  from  tnoir  Doctor  or  through  the  Child 
V/elfaro  Clinics  in  the  District. 

The  treatment  of  those  cases  notifiod  has  not  been  so  varied  during 
1943  as  during  1942,  owing  to  tho  fact  that  tho  treatment  brought  into  uso  in 
December  1942,  that  of  tho  uso  of  Totmosol  (Tetraethylthiuram  Monosulphido )  has 
proved  undoubtedly  to  be  tho  best  preparation  used  to  date. 

Totmosol  has  boon  used  in  two  ways,  firstly  as  a  fluid  and  secondly 
os  on  emulsified  cream  known  as  Totmos  Cream.  Various  methods  of  application 
have  boon  tried  and  at  various  strengths.  Results  in  all  cases  have  boon 
excollont,  a  cure  resulting  within  six  days  in  tho  longest  instance,  and  in  tho 
majority  of  cases  a  cure  hr  s  been  effected  in  thr  0  days. 

’Stinging'  h°s  been  a  subject  of  consideration,  and  it  is  quito 
cl'.ar  that  the  cream  is  much  more  pleasant  to  uso  from  all  points  of  view. 

In  addition  to  Totmosol  and  Tetmos  Cream,  Bensyl  Bonzoato  Emulsion 
n,c  b.~n  used  in  a  few  cases,  but  only  when  the  other  preparations  wore  not 
available. 


The  practice  of  dealing  witn  shoots,  pillow  cases,  and  tho  personal 
wearing  appp^rcl  by  tho  a.  pplicatin  of  c.  hot  iron  to  their  surfaces  and  seams 
insui.  sd  of  sending  tho  articles  for  steam  disinfection,  his  boon  continued  and 
has  confirmed  the  opinion  irrivod  at  in  my  last  Report  that  this  mothed  is  quito 
a j .quote  anu  efficiently  destroys  ny  chance  of  reinfection  from  such  sources. 


Therefore,  all  persons  are  advised  in  a  Leaflet  prepared  by  the 
Department  to  carry  out  this  folhn  of  disinfection  in  a  vory  careful  manner. 

An  extract  from  the  Leaflet  ’Scabies,  and  how  to  deal  with  it'  is  as  follows  : - 

4.  All  sheets,  pillow  cases,  and  personal  wearing  apparel  that  have 
been  in  contact  wi*th  the  patient  that  can  be  boiled,  should  be 
boiled  very  thoroughly.  All  blankots  or  other  fabrics,  clothes, 
suitings,  otc.,  w'hich  would  bo  spoilt  by  boiling,  should  bo  treated 
by  applying  a.  hot  iron  to  the  same,  ospociolly  along  any  seams  in 
the  material,  thus  killing  -.ny  insects  remaining. 

5«  Lastly,  a  thorough  cleansing  of  tho  premises  as  a  whole  should  bo 
undertaken  so  as  to  removo  any  possibility  of  reinfection  through 
some  part  boing  overlooked. 


I  feel  that  the  results  obtained  are  u/.collcnt  and  at  this  junctu; 
must  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  invaluable  co-op  .-ration  given  to  tho 
Oi f leers  of  the  Public  Health  Deportment  by  tho  District  Nutscb  in'tho  various 
P-  rished,  sinco  without  their  co-operation  th;  same  succ  ss  could  not  possibly 
hove  b^-cn  obtained,  and  to  thorn  the  public  owe  their  thanks" •

There  is  a  suflicicnt  quantity  of  water  supplied  throughout  tho  area 
which  is  v- xaminod  fr  qucntly  and  proved  to  bo  of  good  quality  chemically  and 
bv. ctcriologically .  It  is  a  constant  supply  and  the  proportion  of  dwelling 

houses  supplied  is  79^  the  proportion  of  population  supplied  is  78$.  The 
water  is  free  from  pi  umbo  "■solvent  properties.
